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PREFACE 

This edition of Das Holzknechthaus has been pre- 
pared primarily for beginning students of the first or 
second year, and the attempt has been made to adapt 
it specifically to their needs. Discussion of disputed or 
erudite questions, either in the introduction or in the 
notes, has been purposely avoided. Only such points 
have been explained as would interest the elementary 
Student or present difficulties to him. 

The vocabulary of this edition has been prepared by 
Mr. A. E. Zucker, A.M., of the University of Illinois.

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INTRODUCTION 

One of the most beloved of present-day Germaji 
writers is Peter Rosegger. He was bom on the thirty- 
first of July, 1843, 2tt Alpl, a small village in the Styriaji 
Alps. Here, acting as shepherd for his father's flocks, 
he grew up with no education except such as he could 
pick up from a traveling schoohnaster. Even at this 
time he was considered unusually gifted. He was too 
delicate, also, to endure the drudgery of a farmer's life. 
As his parents were too poor to give him f urther educa- 
tion themselves, his mother went to the village priest to 
see whether means could not be found for him.to study 
for the priesthood. Brusquely the priest told her that 
if her son had no recommendations other than his deli- 
cate health, he had better give up the idea, there were 
enough such priests in the world. Thus it came about 
that in 1860 Peter Rosegger was entrusted to the care 
of a traveling tailor, where he was to learn to "remedy 
what God had ruined in every knock-kneed, hunch- 
backed and deformed man." During the next four 
years he wandered with his master from one farm and 
village to another. 

These years were not'wasted, however. Every free 
moment he spent in reading and acquiring the inmiense 
Store of impressions and experience which he later em- 
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Vm INTRODUCnON 

bodied in bis stories, and which was to make him one 
of the foremost interpreters of German life. Even his 
hours of work he used in planning poems, stories, and 
plays. These he wrote when his day's duties were 
done. In 1864 he sent one of his poems to the Grazer 
Tagespost. To his surprise, the editor, Dr. Albert Svo- 
boda, responded by asking him to forward all the 
poems which he might have written. He complied by 
sending fifteen pounds of manuscript! 

This opened the way to a literary career. In an 
article in the Tagespost, Dr. Svoboda praised the work 
of the young Styrian poet. His talent and ability were 
at once recognized, and letters of congratulation ponred 
in. Money, too, was sent him, and this enabled him 
to enter the "Akademie für Handel und Industrie" in 
Graz, where he studied for four years. In 1869 he 
published his first volmne of poems, Zither und Hack- 
brett, written in the Styrian dialect. These met with 
success, and in a short time he was known as one of 
the most populär and prolific of German writers. Some 
of the best known of his works are Die Schriften des 
Waldschultneisters, Der Gottsucher, Martin der Mann, 
Jacob der Letzte, and Das Ewige Licht. In each of 
these, as he himself says, he seeks to find an artistic 
Solution of one of the great world problems. 

Aside from his works, his life has presented little to 
chronicle. Twice he has started upon a joumey to 
Switzerland and Italy, but each time a sudden longing 
for home has forced him to retum. He lives quietly in

Graz during the winter and in summer on his estate 
in Krieglach, near his birthplace. His has been the 
happiness of one whose annals are brief . 

It is the life of the peasants of the Styrian Alps that 
Rosegger describes in his stories. There is hardly an- 
other German writer who so intimately expresses the 
spirit of the country and the people among whom he 
lives. He recurs again and again to his beloved forests 
and mountains for the characters and scenes of his writ- 
ings. It follows that they cannot be fnlly appreciated 
without some knowledge of these people and their snr- 
roundings. 

The Styrian Alps are among the most desolate and 
uncivilized parts of German Austria. The people are 
hardy peasants, accustomed to fighting with nature for 
their livelihood. Remote from the world, they live not 
in villages, but upon isolated estates, which remain in 
the family from one generation to another. In patri- 
archal style, farmer and servants live mider one roof, 
working for the common good. It can readily be un- 
derstood that these people could not live amid the 
dangers of the Alps without being intensely religious 
and superstitious. For them all the powers of natnre 
are personified; the trees, the streams, the caves, and 
the mountains have their good or evil spirits. With 
peculiar fitness the Roman Catholic faith seems to have 
met the needs of these simple people. It has preserved 
many of the old pagan beliefs and customs, clothed 
in Christian garb. Where once were pagan shrines,

churches or chapels now stand. Without seeking to 
destroy the old faith, the newer religion has met it at 
every tum and has firmly entrenched itself. 

Such are the people among whom Rosegger lived. 
But he is not a mere mirror of the life about him: his 
World embraces the etemal problems common to man- 
kind. Through all his works he repeats his Solution: 
that health and happiness are to be found only in 
nature and among simple peoples, that culture leads to 
the debasement of man's character, to sin and to a lack 
of human sympathy. It is the inner wealth and virility 
of the German peasant's life as contrasted with the Stag- 
nation and vapid culture of city life that he emphasizes. 
When asked whether he were a disciple of Rousseau, 
Rosegger declared his belief in these famous words: "I 
do not know whether I agree with Rousseau or not. 
I am too little acquainted with him. It may, however, 
have occurred also to others that too much culture and 
arrogance of spirit can work for evil. I place what is 
natural above what is artificial, simplicity above display, 
deeds above knowledge, the heart above the mind." 
That the maintenance of these Ideals lay with the 
peasants, was Rosegger's firm belief. He could not lay 
too much stress upon the supreme educative value. of a 
simple and natural mode of life. For him the German 
peasantry with its sound, unspoiled Ideals is a national 
source of spiritual and ethical regeneration, while in a 
life like theirs lies the most satisfactory Solution of the 
social Problems.

These ideas we find embodied also in Das Holzknecht- 
haus, one of the Waldgeschichten which made Rosegger 
famous. It is the glorification of the peasant who, in 
leading a natural, healthy life, spiritually and morally 
outshines the man more cultnred and better educated. 
It is a pecnliarly sound note that Rosegger strikes in 
this Story. Instead of reflecting upon the restlessness 
of the times, he exalts the happiness and quiet content 
of German family life, the very source of German great- 
ness. The Baron von Scharfental, dnring the days that 
he spends with the woodcutter's family in their wretched 
hut, leams for the first time what love and devotion are. 
The Story is directly and naively told. We follow with 
increasing interest the swift action from the day when 
Mirtl, the woodcutter, leaves home, until he returns to 
rescue his family from death. This is related in lan- 
guage at all times simple and populär. Although the 
author purposely avoids burdening his style with many 
figures, it is rieh in poetic feeling. 

Rosegger, although a realist, does not Interpret real- 
ism as did many of the nineteenth-century writers. 
Unlike some of his contemporaries of the same school, 
he does not delight in exposing the base in man's nature 
or the wretchedness of the world. He seeks the beauti- 
ful and the joyous in life, and it is the best side of 
man's nature that he pictures. To such an underlying 
idealism he gives expression when he says, "K art is not 
more beautiful than life, it has no purpose."

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EXPLANATION 

A small number of the most familiär words have been omitted, 
e.g. the articles, the most common pronouns, the verb to be, the 
numerals, proper nouns, as it is assumed that the Student is quite 
familiär with these from his study of grammar. 

Also the meaning of Compound nouns is usually to be sought 
under the separate elements, but all troublesome Compounds are 
given. It should be remembered that the form of the first element 
may be the nom. or gen. sing, or the gen. plur. With feminine 
nouns a gen. sing, in f often appears, thus Hrbettdfraft, Stebcdbrief. 

Participial adjectives are not given apart from the verb, except 
where they have come to be feit as independent adjectives. 

Nouns ending in d^en and lein are listed without the diminutive 
ending. Neither are the comparative and Superlative degrees of 
adjectives mentioned especially. 

Separable prefixes of verbs are mentioned as such and are repeated 
with the verbs only where they have come to have a special meaning. 

Adverbs, when readily derivable from adjectives, are not sepa- 
rately listed, nor, as a rule, infinitives used as nouns. 

Separable words are indicated by the double hyphen. The prin- 
cipal parts of strong verbs are shown as follows: laufen, ttu, te, au, 
meaning that the infinitive is laufen, the second and third sing, of 
the pres. ind. Ittufft, läuft, the preterit lief, and the perfect participle 
gelaufen. The principal parts of strong Compounds are to be sought 
under the simple verb.
